Hospitals Established.

St. Louis, Dec. 24.—Eight men were 
killed and the lives of 400 others were 
imperiled by an explosion of gas in 
mine "A” of the Chicago and Carter­ 
ville Coal company at Herrin, 111. 
Open lamps carried by the mine's 
engineer and 
his assistants caused 
the disaster, according to a long dis­ 
tance telephone message 
from 
the 
mine office. 
There were three men 
and a boy in this party and all lost 
their lives. 
Prompt action resulted in the safe 
exit of the hundreds of men. Within 
five minutes of the first reports of 
the explosion the miners in the vicin­ 
ity of the accident were started to­ 
ward the surface and on the return 
trips of the cages rescuers were low­ 
ered to entries No. 7 and No. 8, where 
the catastrophe took place. The dead 
are: 
W. T. Pierce, mine engineer; Eu­ 
gene 
Barrett, 
assistant 
engineer; 
Thomas Williams, assistant manager; 
unidentified boy, about sixteen years 
of age; George Snyder uiner; Salva­ 
tore Greeco, miner; PR ho Romeo, la­ 
borer; Thomas Harber, miner. 
James Guinney, superintendent of 
the mine, and Rbbert Hueston, man­ 
ager, headed the first relay of res­ 
cuers. 
Despite the black damp which 
followed into the chambers adjoining 
those in which Pierce and his party 
were killed these men plunged into 
the workings. 
Three bodies blocked 
their path. 
The men were alive. 
One of them 
was A. J. Hueston, a brother of the 
manager. 
They wrere revived and all 
are expected to recover from the ef­ 
fects of the gas. 


Testified to Force of Concussion. 
The rescuers next found the bodies 
of Snyder, Greeco and Romeo. 
None 
of these men had been burned, the 
condition of 
the corpses 
testifying 
mutely to the force of the concussion. 
H a rb e rt body was badly burned. 
The efforts of the rescuers to pene­ 
trate more deeply into the workings 
were repulsed by increasing banks of 
after damp. The ventilating apparatus 
had not been damaged, but it could 
not cope with the gases, and the res­ 
cuers were forced t< retreat, leaving 
tne bodies of Pierce and his compan­ 
ions. 
Fire also began to gain headway 
and it is not expected that the bodies 
can be recovered for several hours. 
All efforts are being directed toward 
fighting the flames.
